Why  Not  ? 

We  would  like  you  to  try  our  Roses  and  see  for  yourself  if  there  is  not  a difference. 

From  the  time  you  open  the  bundle  and  notice  the  size  of  the  bushes,  the  size  and  number  of  the 
large  and  fibrous  roots,  where  is  hidden  the  vitality  that  cannot  be  seen  until  they  are  planted  and 
your  bushes  bloom  forth  into  leaves  and  flowers. 

Then  you  will  truly  see  and  appreciate  the  result  of  four  years  of  conscientious  effort  to  produce 
a better  rose  for  your  enjoyment. 


What  Makes  These  Roses  So  Much  Better? 

Four  years  of  constant  eff'ort  is  the  brief  but  inclusive  answer. 

During  the  first  year  the  ground  is  fitted,  ploughed,  fertilized,  mellowed  and  ploughed  again  and 
weathered  in  between.  The  seed  is  collected  and  prepared  for  sowing  the  next  year. 

During  the  second  year,  the  seed  is  planted,  carefully  nursed  and  cultivated  to  keep  it  clear  of 
strangling  weeds  and  mulched  to  retain  the  moisture  and  thus  help  it  to  attain  its  full  growth  as  a 
seedling.  But  this  is  not  the  seedling  which  produces  the  fine  blooms  you  enjoy  on  your  bushes.  This 
seedling  is  called  MULTIFLORA  and  furnishes  only  the  roots;  it  is  a wild  rose  with  all  its  vigor  and 
vitality. 

In  the  third  year  this  seedling  is  transplanted  into  wider  rows  so  that  it  may  grow  stronger,  and 
from  which  the  tame  bush  can  draw  for  its  bounty  of  bloom  and  foliage.  In  this  year  also  a bit  of  tame 
bush,  called  bud  or  eye,  is  grafted  or  budded  onto  the  wild  stock  or  seedling,  and  the  two  grow  together 
during  the  third  year. 

In  the  fourth  year  the  wild  top  is  cut  off  close  to  the  ground  and  the  tame  bush  sends  up  its  vigorous 
branches  fed  by  the  wild  roots  that  formerly  nourished  their  own  wild  tops. 

True  it  is  that  their  human  care  means  much  to  the  growth  of  the  bush,  and  here  not  only  are  they 
handled  carefully  and  intelligently,  but  even  after  harvesting  they  must  be  taken  care  of  so  that  they  will 
reach  you  widn  all  their  vitality  left  in. 

Kept  from  the  drying  winds  as  they  are  dug,  they  are  taken  in  small  lots,  each  kept  true  to  name, 
to  the  sheds  and  trenched  in  moist  earth  to  keep  the  roots  damp  and  well  supplied  with  the  moisture 
they  need. 

Here  they  are  graded  to  a high  standard,  one  size  being  known  as  the  first  grade,  a second  size 
known  as  the  seconds;  all  falling  below  these  two  grades  are  thrown  away. 

New  Brunswick  Roses  really  do  mean  more  than  “just  Roses.” 


Specifications  and  Prices 

To  enable  our  customers  to  more  accurately  judge  the  value  of  our  Roses  we  present  herewith  meas- 
urements which  our  Roses  must  meet  under  their  respective  classes : 

First  Grade  Climbers  and  June  Roses  must  have  at  least  four  branches  not  less  than  24"  long 
and  not  less  than  54”  in  diameter. 

Second  Size  must  have  not  less  than  two  strong  branches  not  less  than  18"  long. 

First  Grade  Everblooniing  Roses  or  Hybrid  Teas,  except  dwarf  growers  mentioned  in  list, 
must  have  at  least  three  branches  not  less  than  in  diameter  and  not  less  than  18"  long. 

Second  Size  must  have  not  less  than  two  strong  branches  at  least  12"  long. 

First  Grade  Raby  Ramblers  and  Dwart  Growing  Hybritl  Teas  shall  have  not  less  than  four 
branches  not  less  than  12"  long. 

Second  Size  mnst  have  not  less  than  three  branches  8"  long. 

Wheie  Roses  have  been  pruned  for  planting,  tlnckness  and  number  of  branches  are  still  to  be 
noted. 

The  measurements  of  length  are  taken  from  the  top  of  the  roots  to  the  top  of  the  bush. 

All  roots  must  substantially  consist  of  two  or  three  larger  branch  roots  and  many  small  and 
fibrous  ones. 

Our  Prices  foi  Roses  include  packing  and  transportation  charges,  guaranteed  deliverv,  and  our 
broadly  interpreted  Guarantee  or  Replacement  Plan  mentioned  in  our  Business  Policy  on 
back  of  Order  Blank.

Broad  petals  of  bright 
carmine-pink,  center  yellow.  The  buds  are  long 
and  pointed  and  the  flowers  are  large,  full  and  of 
perfect  form. 

Hugo  Roller.  Clear  lemon  yellow,  edged  with 
soft  crimson ; a small  flower  of  peculiar  excellence 
with  its  variations. 

Irish  Fireflame.  This  rose  possesses  one  of 
the  most  pleasing  color  combinations  found  in  any 
variety.  The  long,  pointed  buds  are  deep  maddery 
orange,  splashed  with  crimson,  expanding  to  large 
single  flowers  of  rich,  satiny  old  gold. 

Jonkheer  J.  L.  Mock.  Large  to  very  large  full 
flower ; long,  pointed  bud  on  long,  stout  stem. 
Outside  of  petals,  brilliant  carmine-rose,  inner  side 
silvery,  rosy  white.  Very  erect,  strong  grower 
with  splendid  stems  for  cutting.  Wood  almost 
thornle^is.  (Second  size  only.) 

Killamey,  Double  While.  A distinct  rose 
worthy  of  its  name.  It  is  similar  to  the  famous 
Killarney  in  size,  shape  and  fragrance,  bnt  the 
color  is  snow-white  instead  of  flesh-pink. 

Killarney  Queen.  Blooms  large  and  well 
formed  from  bud  to  the  fully  open  flower.  In 
color  it  is  throughout  a distinct,  clear  pink.  (Sec- 
ond size  only.) 

Lady  Alice  Stanley.  A rose  of  remarkable 
vigor  and  size  of  flower.  Outside  of  petals  deep 
coral  rose,  inside  pale  flesh.  (Second  size  only.) 

Lady  Ash  town.  Extremely  beautiful  flowers 
of  pale  carmine-pink,  shading  to  golden  yellow  at 
the  base  of  the  petals.-  The  blooms  are  large, 
globular  and  well  formed. 

Lady  Ursula.  The  blooms  are  large,  with 
broad,  thick  petals  of  great  substance.  In  color 
Lady  Ursula  is  a smooth  flesh-pink. 

La  Tosca.  The  color  is  silvery  pink  with  deeper 
center.  Flowers  large  and  full,  abundantly  pro- 
duced. The  bushes  are  vigorous  growers,  with 
sturdy,  erect  stems  and  deep  heavy  branching 
habit.

The  coral-red  buds 
open  to  semi-double,  medium  sized  flowers  of 
coral-red,  shaded  with  yellow  and  bright  rosy 
scarlet,  passing  to  prawn  red. 

_Mme.  Jules  Grolez.  Large,  full  flowers,  color 
bright  china-rose.  The  bush  is  strong  and  pro- 
duces many  large  flowers  throughout  the  bloom- 
ing season  and  until  frost.  A fine  rose  for  mass- 
ing. Dwarf  grower. 

Mary,  Countess  of  Ilehester.  V ery  large 
flower;  glowing  carmine.  Good  grower  and  of 
fine  habit.  Attractive,  deep  green  foliage. 

Marquis  De  Ganay.  Very  large,  full  flowers, 
growing  on  sturdy,  erect  plants.  The  color  of 
this  desirable  rose  is  clear  bright  silvery  pink. 

May  Miller.  Brilliant  coppery  rose,  shaded 
with  apricot  and  peach  toward  the  edges  of  the 
petals.  Vigorous  grower;  free  bloomer. 

Miss  Alice  de  Rothschild.  Deep  yellow  center 
with  lighter  edges.  Buds  rather  light,  but  color 
deepens  as  they  expand.  Flowers  medium  size, 
very  full,  pointed  in  bud,  cupped  when  open. 

Miss  Cynthia  Forde.  Clear,  rich  pink.  The 
flower  is  very  full,  the  petals  beautifully  imbri- 
cated. Growth  remarkably  strong  and  upright. 

Milady.  Crimson  scarlet.  Flowers  large,  full 
and  well  formed,  carried  on  good,  stiff  stems. 

Mrs.  Aaron  Ward.  A strong  bush,  producing 
a profusion  of  flowers  all  season.  The  buds  are 
long  and  shapely  and  open  into  cup-shaped  flowers 
of  deep  Indian  yellow,  occasionally  washed  with 
salmon  rose.  Dwarf  grower,  second  size  only. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Waddell.  Apricot  yellow,  orange 
and  salmon.  This  rose  is  a simply  wonderful, 
bushy  grower,  producing  numerous  blooms,  and 
has  exceedingly  beautiful  foliage. 

Mrs.  MacKellar.  Perfect  large  bud,  finely 
formed,  delightfully  fragrant  and  a rich  and  soft 
creamy  white,  varying  sometimes  to  citron  yellow. 

Mrs.  Wakefield  Christie-Miller.  L arge,  glob- 
ular, peony-formed  blooms  of  soft  pearly  blush,

Old  Gold.  Vivid  reddish  orange,  with  coppery 
red  and  coppery  apricot  shadings.  Medium-sized, 
moderately  full  flowers  are  produced  in  profusion. 


Queen  of  Fragrance.  Color  lovely  shell  pink, 
tipped  with  silver.  It  is  particularly  notable  for 
its  powerful  and  delicious  fragrance,  for  which  it 
was  awarded  the  Clay  Challenge  Cup  by  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society. 

Radiance.  An  erect  strong-growing  rose  pro- 
ducing an  abundance  of  light  silvery  flesh  to  sal- 
mon pink  flowers,  suffused  pink  and  yellow  cop- 
pery red. 

Reine  Marg’t  D’llalie.  Dark  red,  medium  size 
flower,  wide  branching  stems,  a vigorous  and  pop- 
ular hush. 

September  Morn.  A strikingly  distinct  and 
beautiful  rose  of  large  size ; flowers  borne  on  long, 
strong  and  erect  stems ; growth  of  the  very 
strongest.  Color  delicate  flesh. 

Souvenir  Du  President  Carnot.  This  variety 
has  fine,  long,  graceful  buds  on  rigid  stems.  The 
flowers  are  large,  globular  in  form,  and  of  ex- 
quisite rosy  flesh  color,  shaded  with  white  at  the 
edges  of  the  petals. 

Wellesley.  A most  fragrant  garden  rose  of  a 
beautiful  shade  of  ])iuk  ; vigorous,  healthy  grower. 


remarkably  free  flowering,  with  fine  keeping 
qualities. 

William  R.  Smith.  The  bush  is  strong  and  vig- 
orous, bearing  many  beautiful  blooms  of  large 
.size;  opens  freely  in  all  weathers.  The  color  of 
the  individual  flower  is  soft  silvery  white,  shading 
and  toning  to  a delicate  soft  peach  pink. 

William  Shean.  Awarded  gold  medal  by  the 
National  Rose  Society.  Its  color  is  pure  pink, 
delicately  veined  with  ocher.  The  flowers  are 
large,  full,  and  of  perfect  form.

Climbing  Etoile  de  France.  A handsome 
flower,  soft  velvety  crimson  on  the  outer  petals 
and  vivid  cerise  in  the  center. 

Climbing  La  France.  A counterpart  of  the 
popular  bush  type  except  for  its  climbing  habit. 

Climbing  Lady  Ashlown.  This  lovely  climber 
has  exquisite  flowers  of  pale  carmine-pink,  shad- 
ing to  golden  yellow  at  the  base.  The  blooms  are 
large,  globular,  and  well  formed,  with  high  center. 
.A.  profuse  bloomer.

American  Beauty.  Deep  rose,  shaded  carmine ; 
very  large,  gloljular  flower,  produced  on  long,  stiff 
stems ; richly  perfumed.  The  well-known,  high- 
priced  flower  of  the  American  florist. 

Frau  Karl  Drusehki,  syn.  White  American 
Beauty  and  Snow  Queen.  This  is  the  cpieen  of 
all  white  roses,  both  in  size  and  purity.  The  buds, 
however,  are  often  tinged  with  pink,  but  this  color 
appears  only  on  the  outside  of  the  outer  petals, 
and  the  flower  opens  to  a pure  snow  white. 

General  Jacqueminot.  The  old  favorite 
“lack”  rose  is  still  popular.  The  blossoms  are 
large,  full,  and  globular,  having  an  excellent  cup- 
shaped form.  In  color  they  are  brilliant  scarlet- 
crimson,  with  deeper  veinings  toward  the  petal 
bases. 

George  Dickson.  Is  one  of  the  best  dark 
roses  in  existence.  The  blooms  are  as  nearly  per- 
fect as  those  of  any  rose,  large,  full,  and  fragrant. 
The  color  is  deep  velvety  crimson,  almost  black  on 
the  front  of  the  jietals,  while  the  reverse  side  is 
heavily  and  deeply  veined  with  rich  crimson- 
maroon.  Never  lilues,  browns  or  seals. 


Hugh  Dickson.  Intense  crimson,  shaded  scar- 
let; very  large;  full  and  magnificent  form,  with 
high  pointed  center.  Delightful  perfume.  A gold 
medal  rose. 

Magna  Charta.  An  old  variety  of  great  merit. 
The  blooms  are  large  in  size  and  colored  a rosy 
pinkish  carmine.  It  is  very  fragrant  and  blooms 
in  abundance. 

Margaret  Dickson.  The  National  Rose  Society 
has  awarded  this  rose  a gold  medal,  and  it  well 
deserves  the  honor,  for  it  is  a dainty  white  variety, 
with  pale  flesh  center,  that  wins  the  admiration  of 
everyone.
